extraordinary Chearfulneſs, When he was raiſed to 
ihe Command of an Army, he was always ready to 
expoſe his Perſon, as far as Neceſſity, and even far- 
- - ther, ſometimes, - than Prudence, not bore down by a 
feruent Zeal for the common Good, ſeemed to require, 
with the ſame Unconcernedneſs, in regard to himfelf, 
as before. He ſpared neither Pains nor Cofts to get 
Intelligence, "notwithſtanding all bis Enemies bave in- 
vented to bis Prejudice: For nothing is more evident, 
than that without this it would have been impoſſible ta 
be ever ſucceſsful. When but young in this high Com- 
mand, a great Prince and experienced General was 
Pleaſed to ſay bim; That he ſaw into the Arts of 
a General, more in one Day, than others did in a 
great many Years.

I mentioned above, that the Siege of Landau had been under- 
taken by the Imperialiſts, and that very ftrong and important Place 
obliged to ſurrender, after a Siege of almoſt three Months : 
But, to counterbalance this Advantage, a few Days before that 
Place ſurrendered, the EleQor of Bavaria, who had been a 
long Time ſuſpected by the Allies, of being in the Intereſt of 
France, ſurprized and took Ulm, a large and ſtrong Imperial 
City, the Capital of the Circle of Suabia. This City, which is 
rich and populous, as well as large and ftrong, is adorn'd with 
many ſtately Edifices, and particularly with a Cathedral, reck- 
oned the fineſt in Germany. It ſtands on the Rivers Danube and 
Iller, near forty Miles Weſt of Augſburg, about fifty almoſt 
South-Eaſt of Stutgard, and near ſixty almoſt North · Eaſt of Con- 
ſtance, The Elector, being thus poſſeſs'd of this important 


Place, declared openly againſt the Confederates, threaten'd the 


Circles of Suabia and Franconia, in Caſe they did not obſerve 
an exact Neutrality, and, by his Actions and Declarations, 
ſtruck Terror and Amazement, throughout the whole Empire. 
However, by the Diligence and Valour of Prince Lewis of Ba- 
den, and the other Imperial Generals, eſpecially at the bloody 


and unequal Battle of Friedlingen, where the French were rout- 


ed, all the Endeavours of the French and Bavarians, to join 
each other, were fruſtrated, for this Winter, and the French 
obliged to paſs the Rhine. In this, it is certain,. a very great 
Point was gain'd, in Favour of the Allies; notwithſtanding 
which, Monſ. de Villars had the Vanity to claim the Victory, 
and aſſign'd a Reaſon for it, viz. the Taking of Friedlingen the 
next Day, which, however inſignificant, had an Air of Plauſi- 


: - bility; and it anſwered his End, as it procured him the Mar- 


ſhal's Staff. I think it the more neceſſary to mention this E- 


vent, as being the Fore-runner of one of the greateſt Scenes
